The terror of 
the explosion that they expected to take 
place proved too great and 600 girls quit 
work almost as soon as the mill opened. 
The dread of the impending explosion 
spread to the hands at work in the 
Meadowbrook Silk Mill, the Harvey Silk 
Mill and a button and woolen factory 
near by, and 700 hands from these es- 
tablishments quit work for the day, 
making a total of 1,300 people who lost a 
day's wages by the silly prediction of a 
charlatan. 


General Paul A. Oliver, of Oliver's 


Mills, in writing of the present condition 
of the offsprings of the Penn Treaty elm. 
which was transported from Bry llidge, 
N". Y., to the Wilkesbarre mountain, 
near Laurel Run, Pa., described as one 
of the largest trees transported for one 
hundred miles, says, in the Scranton 
Tribune: "The tree, which has been in 
its present location for three years, has 
grown vigorously, sending out many 
strong branches.

•Origin. 


-Every one who at any time has had 


occasion to sign a legal document i. 
aware of the importance that is attach- 
ed to the "baud and seal." There ia no 
leason why a simple signature should 
not answer the purpose, as it does in 
banking business, where the conveni- 
ence and time of those transacting is 
of such importance that the hand and 
seal part of the performance has long 
been abolished, says the St. Louis Globe- 
Unnoerul. But the law, that is a law 
made hundreds of years ago, when the 
majority of men were unable to write, 
requires the "hand and seal" to be kept 
up, and so it is. It does not inconven- 
ience anybody, for most persons do not 
have many legal documents to sign, and, 
indeed, the majority of these are now 
prepared in such a way that the seal is 
printed to fulfill the legal requirements of 
the ease. The provision, now useless by 
absurd, is, however, a relic of a former 
age when the sfal was a more import- 
ant part of the document than the sig- 
nature. Three or four hundred years 
ago a most important portion of every 
business man's outfit was tlie seal.

sonage had his seal, which he guarded 
with scrupulous care, locking it up when

The cruiser San 
Krancisco will make a demonstration of 
force, if necessary, at Smyrna (the port of 
Antiocln, and the JJ.irblehead at Tiev- 
nith.

ed to influence the Turkish (Government 
and the Turkish people so as to prevent 
a repetition of such horrors as the Armen- 
ian massacre?, even among Turkish sub- 
jects, although officially the ships go sim- 
ply to look after the'American citizens 
and American interests in the Levant. 


Uniform Divorce Laiv«. 


Divorce has grown to be cue of the 


great evils of society in this country. 
Divorce in the abstract was intended to 
be a humane institution. It was devis- 
ed to liberate unfortunate people from 
intolerable torment, to protect helpless 
women from brutal and ruffianly hus- 
bands, to dissolve disgraced alliances. 
It is rapidly becoming something differ- 
ent from what it was intended to be. 
It is becoming an institution to encour- 
age the abominable sins on account of 
which it was devised to free innocent 
persons. 


A large share of the responsibility for 


this tendency lies with the want of uni- 
formity o£ the laws upon this subject 
and particularly with the enactment of 
laws in some of the Western States to 
make divorces easy to obtain. Some of 
the States have made divorce so easy a 
matter that it may be invoked for trivial 
reasons. That is obviously wrong. Di- 
vorce should never be granted except for 
most serious reasons, sufficiently serious 
to inspire the applicant to undergo diffi- 
culties ;md delay.

Bakers Fear ail Old Law. 


The bakers of Lancaster are trembling 


lest an unlimited number of lawsuits be 
brought against them. E. P. Althouse, 
a baker, sued William Helm for a bread 
bill, and in return Helm has prosecuted 
the baker for violating the act of 1797, 
which provides that bread must be sold 
by weight instead of by the loaf. Helm 
brought seven suits, one for every time he 
made a purchase. The penalty is a fine of 
$10 for each violation. As none of the 
bakers in that city observe this old law, 
they fear prosecutions. 


The indirect effect of the system is to 


cause young people to rush into matri- 
mony without proper consideration or 
deliberation. They act upon the princi- 
ple that i£ the marriage does not suit 
them they can easily have it annulled. 
Nothing could be more debasing than 
that to the highest relation in life. No 
greater calamity can be visited upon de- 
fenseless children, except the death of 
both their parents. The death of one 
parent is no greater loss to a child than 
the loss of that parent by "legal" sepa- 
ration, and is far less demoralizing. In 
death they may yet he loved and revered 
in memory. When lost through divorce 
that memory is usually poisoned by ven- 
emous recitals. 


Attention has been newly drawn to 


this subject by the sickening accounts of 
the divorce colonies in the Dakotas, 
where this '-legal" crime has culminated 
in laws passed for the special purpose of 
atti acting people who want their mar- 
riage bonds broken. The whole coun- 
try has been shocked. It Is a disgrace 
to civilization, and it is time Congress 
was forced to recognize the evil and 
enact a uniform divorce law to abate it. 
It is time the moral standard was raised. 


CANNOT TAX PEDDI.BRS. 


A 
Court Decision That Affects All the 
l!o roughs. 


Every town in Pennsylvania is indirect- 


ly affected by a decision rendered last 
Wednesday by Judge Scott, of South Beth- 
lehem. Tbe case was brought by that 
borough against a New York firm for the 
recovery of a penalty (or the violation of a 
borough ordinance. This ordinance re- 
quires persons not engaged in permanent 
retail business there, before beginning the 
sale of any goods whatever, to pay a 
license fee of $50 a month. A penalty of 
a fine not less than $100 is provided for 
the violation of the ordinance. The de- 
fendants contended the ordinance was in 
violation of the Intel-state Commerce law. 
Judge Scott declared the ordinance void, 
because the act of 1893 does not limit the 
amount of the fine to be imposed. The 
ordinance was also declared to be unlaw- 
ful because it is in contravention of the 
rights of interstate commerce.

In Detroit, Mich., telephones 
are being rented by the Bell Company 
for $1 S.OO per year, which were heretofore 
rented for S4S.UO and $00 00. Ia Cdr- 
rol! county, Maryland, lines are being 
built, and 'phones are being rented for 
41fe 00 per year. As the instruments 
are made cheaply aud no royalty to be 
paid to the Bell Company this company 
as well as competing ones, can afford to 
furnish instruments at less rates than 
heretofore. 
All telephone 
companies 


had to pay the Bell Company ai.no per 
year for every instrument uswl, which 
compelled them to keep the rent" up so 
as to pay the running expenses of the 
lines. This tax on the Companies hid 
to be paid first, and many of them did 
not more than pay expenses, and the 
stockholdei-s received nothing.

KETt BL1CANS A>D TAXES. 


It is doubtful whether Pennsylvania 


•was ever so unfortunate before as to 
have a Legislature which, at least 
seemingly, has no regard for the pub- 
lic money whatever. Even the staunch- 
eat of Republican newspapers dare not 
attempt to defend the Republican do- 
ings at Hamsburg 


Increasing salaries, creating a large 


number of new offices and indulging 
m various other kinds of unprecedented 
extravagance, on the part of the state 
legislature, is attended with a very 
natural result. A deficiency m the 
public finances is threatened. 
By way 


of meeting the shortage, Gov. Hastings 
—the hypocritical calamity waller of 
a few months ago—together with others 
high m authority, at Hamsburg, pro- 
poses that the appropriations for the 
public schools be cut down a million 
dollars a year for the next two years. 
There are a number of measures be- 
fore the legislature, some of which 
will undoubtedly pass, entailing no 
small additional expense annually up- 
on every school district in the state, 
as compared with preceding years Ac- 
cordingly the proposition of Gov Hast- 
ings is to cut down the school ap- 
propriation, on the one hand, and 
sanction laws swelling the necessary 
or compulsory expenditures of every 
school district, on the other hand 


It is hardly necessary to add that 


any decrease of the appropriation, or 
new legislation necessitating an increase 
of expenditures, will have to be made 
up by direct taxation in each particular 
school district. 


Who has ever heard of Pennsylvania 


being close to bankruptcy before" Is 
there any reason for its being unable 
financially to give a proper care to the 
public schools •> Certainly not, unless its 
income is used for other purposes, 
and the circumstances indicate that the 
money which should go to foster a 
most important public institution Is 
used for the benefit of the party in 
power with its already too large ma- 
jority.

POTATO RAISING. 


The following article, written by 


Ilaines Brown, of Pennsylvania, for the 
Country Gentleman, may be profitably 
read by our readers. It contains sug- 
gestions and ideas that may be worth 
thinking about: 


"I have never raised potatoes on a 


luge scale, bat usually raise about three 
acres ea;h year, never paying any atten- 
tion to the price, but in the long run, 
find the potato crop the best paying one 
we raise. However, when potatoes are 
extremely low and a drag on the mar- 
ket, we as a rule plant largely, as the 
majority of the farmers cry, 'Potatoes 
don't pay!' and therefore raise what 
they need for family use only. General- 
ly by the time the crop is harvested, the 
price has advanced to a paying one, and 
finds such farmers with none to sell. 


"We always plant our potatoes on the 


ground that w.is in com the year pre- 
vious; selecting low, but thoroughly 
drained ground, then give it a heavy 
coat of barnyard or hog manure in the 
late fall or early winter. The ground is 
then left until planting time, and that 
is whenever the ground is sufficiently 
warm to ensure a speedy growth, which 
mostly happens about the 20th of April. 
We always endeavor to plant as early as 
we can to avoid the bugs, as every one 
knows that they are more destructive to 
late crops and weak hills in the row. 
We now select a pure variety of a kind 
of potatoes that are heavy producers 
and have a reputation on the market, 
and cut them to a single eye, if the 
pieces are large—never more than two 
eyes. Then we start to the field with 
plow, potatoes and some good commer- 
cial phosphate, containing a large per 
cent, of potash. We now start to plow 
down a cornstock row, and the droppers 
then follow, dropping the pieces at the 
land side of the furrow s.t a distance of 
about fifteen inches apart. Then an- 
other man follows witfc the fertilizer, 
sowing it as near as he can to the next 
furrow to be plowed, or the cue that is 
to cover the potato. 


"We then plant in every third furrow 


until done. If the ground is mellow 
(which it should be,) a heavy roller is 
run over the patch, and it is left for 
about tea days and then thoroughly 
harrowed with a good spike harrow—at 
least three times. After we see them 
peeping through the ground, we repeat 
the harrowing, thus destroying all weeds 
that will hi any time interfere with the 
growth of the plant until it is large 
enough for the single cultivator, which 
we often use and as long as we can, or 
uttil after blossoms appear. I want no 
shovel plow in my patch, as level cul- 
tnre in nine cases out of ten gives the 
best crop. We have tried raising pota- 
toes about every other way in planting, 
but the above gives us best satisfaction. 
Of course, attention must be paid to the 
bugs, or a day or two of neglect may let 
them ruin the most promising crop."

The Poultrj- Yarrt. 


IDS. COUNTRY GENTLEMAX.—After 


aeveral years' experience in handling 
different breeds of poultry, I am fully 
satisfied that to;'make a success of pro- 
ducing fresh eggs for market, and to 
have them every month in the year, a 
person must have two or three different 
breeds of fowls—having some for winter 
layers and for producing large, plump 
chickens for market, such as the Wyan- 
dotte and the Plymouth Bock breeds, 
and for spring and summer layers the 
White or Brown Leghorn. Thus far, 
my Plymouth Rock liens are laying more 
eggs than my Leghorn, but I think that 
the smaller breed will lay more eggs 
during the year than the large breed. A 
neighbor of mine has a breed about the 
size of the Plymouth Hock, called the 
Bumpless, without any long tail feathers, 
that are excellent winter lajers, and are 
also a good general-purpose fowl. I find 
that the Brown Leghorns are more sub. 
ject to sickness than the large breeds, 
but do not find them non-sitters, and 
they make excellent mothers. The prin- 
cipal disease among my Leghorns is 
roup, notwithstanding I am very partic- 
ular not to have a draught of air upon 
them, and keep tbeir quarters well 
cleaned. 


Last fall I sent away for a good sup- 


ply of poultry food, as I thought by 
what I had gathered here and there from 
agricultural papers, that by feeding dried 
scrap, bone meal, &c., I would be blessed 
with an abundance of fresh eggs all 
winter; but, thus far, my expectations 
have not been fully realized. Xot many 
days ago I read that' a man was feeding, 
fora noon ration, clover hay cut fine by 
running it through a feed-cutter, and 
then scalding the same for about an 
hour, giving it to his hens when quite 
hot, with the addition of a little wheat 
bran so as to get them to eat it. 


Alter feeding the cut clover prepared 


as above for about one week, my .hens 
began to lay, and I think that hereafter 
I will not invest much money in any- 
thing but crushed oyster shells. The 
poultry business, like many other things, 
requires close care and attention to make 
a success of it, and many who are engag- 
ed in it will find to their sorrow that all 
is not gold that glitters.—E. L «. 


The Horse Market Improving. 
The following from a Chicago stock 


journal will prove interesting reading to 


. many of our readers who are engaged in 


raising horses for market: "The month 
of March is usually an active time in the 
hone market, but the activity now wit- 
nessed exceeds all past records. Buyers 
are fairly climbing over each other to 
find good horses, and the weekly arrivals 
are the largest ever known. Xot many 
weeks ago the horse trade was unquali- 
fiedly doll at declining prices, but now 
buyers are here from all over the coun- 
try, and sales show an average advance 
of «lo per head over the prices paid a 
month ago. Western farmers who have 
horsw to sell are taking advantage of 
the present active trade, and great num- 
bers of horses are constantly arriving 
from Illinois, Iowa, and Missouri, fully 
three-fourths of all the horses that are 
marketed here coning from these states. 
Draft bones, as usual, comprise a large 
proportion of the arrivals, and such ani- 
mals are anywhere from f 15 to »30 high- 
er than a month ago. Chunks are $10 
to (15 higher than a month ago and sales 
are lively. The export trade is just now 
a highly important feature of the horse 
market, and this has been the cise for 
several weeks, and is likely to continue 
a powerful factor in the situation. Eng- 
lish.

Way of Managing the Farm. 
I do not claim to be entirely original 


in my management of farm affairs, nor 
do I adopt everything others may put 
forward as the best guide to success, 
but I do claim to keep constantly on the 
outlook for the adoption of everything 
possible to help along the work and get a 
living for myself and family, which for 
some years has never been less than six, 
and now numbers nine, and this too off 
of twenty eight acres of land, located 
two miles from a thrifty and growing 
village. I am engaged in other business 
to some extent, from which is derived a 
small portion of tbe income, but farm- 
ing is the main business and upon which 
I depend mostly for support. And here 
I wish to say in my way of farming I 
have land enough and Bad all the work 
I can do and the childred too, and all 
the while can use extra work tha<, could 
be done at a profit. 


Last year my small farm produced 


more in value than many one hundred 
acre farms near me. Holding is done in 
a slipshod way. Crops are put in the 
ground in shape, and attended to careful- 
ly and throughly till stored foruse. Too 
much land prevents a majority of farm- 
ers from doing this, so essential in farm 
management. 
Living near a good 


market is a wonderful help in the sale of 
all kinds of vegetables which can be 
produced at a great profit. My onion 
crop last year gave me at the rate of 
eight hundred dollars per acre, cabbage 
four hundred dollars, and beets four 
hundred. The sweet corn for the can- 
ning factory paid well, and my bean crop 
was just splended, all because tbe ground 
was well prepared and thoroughly cul- 
tivated. 
On one little patch of just 


twelve square rods I raised twenty 
bushels of table potatoes that were extra 
in quality, a portion of which were sold 
for ten cents 'per bushel above market 
price. Could have sold them all, but I 
believe in farmers using the best the 
farm affords. 


I keep but little stock, only enough to 


do the farm work and furnish the milk 
and butter required for home use, selling 
the greater part of my hay and purchas- 
ing dressing at the village, also super 
phosphate. It pays me far better than 
to feed the hay to stock of any kind. I 
know it, and that is sufficient for me. 
In feeding out one ton of hay on the 
farm, I get two dollars worth of dres- 
sing. In selling the hay, I get on an 
average ten dollars in cash and enough 
left, to buy the dressing. Of course I do 
the hauling, but it is a part of farm work 
ana work too that pays a good profit. I 
spread all dressing on the furrow and 
thoroughly mix it with the soil, apply- 
ing super phosphate in the hill for pota- 
toes, beans and corn. There is too 
much work thrown away ia applying 
dressing in hills as our fathers used to 
do. I give the garden a generous sup- 
ply of different kinds of fertilizers aad it 
generously responds.—Germantovm Tele- 
gmph.

Fattening Young Cattle. 


A practical feeder of cattle, after de- 


liberate consideration of the question, 
gives it as his opinion that no man can 
afford in these times lo feed the young 
steers more than one winter. While in- 
dorsing the idea that a calf from liirth 
should be made to grow and gain us 
much as possible to the age of about 
twenty months, he makes some sugges- 
tions as to details of the business which 
are pertinent. The best success is had 
in fattening "long yeailings" for mar- 
ket by feeders who keep the cows and 
grow the calves, letting them have all 
they will eat from birth to block. But 
he anticipates the slack method of those 
who sell their calves at weaning time by 
contracting, about time of birth, to buy 
the calves at five months of age by the 
pound, lie stipulates that the calf is to 
have three-fourths of its mother's milk 
and all the bran and oats it will eat, and 
further suggests that the milk supply, 
as well as the calf's growth, will be en- 
hanced if the cow also is fed a good 
ration of bran daily. The price paid per 
pound is graded. The weight at five 
months must not be less than 850 pounds 
to conclude the sale, and if it weighs 
400 pounds or more he is paid at the 
rate of $1 per 100 pounds more than if 
it weighs 350 pounds or more. He esti- 
mates that a calf weighing over 400 
pounds at five months of age is cheaper 
at $5 per 100 pounds than one weighing 
800 pounds at the same age is at ?»! per 
100 pounds. It is his opinion also that 
any calf four months old or over, if hia 
weight is 300 pounds per month, is worth 
as much per pound as the highest priced 
live-lieef steer. 


To me his estimates seem entirely rea- 


sonable, for the weight of eighty to one 
hundred pounds per month implies that 
the calf has been thrifty from birth. 
This almost insures continued thrift, as 
well as almost a centainty that it will 
weigh 1,200 pounds or more at eighteen 
months of age. The feeder who secures 
such thrifty calves ia very fortunate in- 
deed 
Calves bought in September can 


be crowded fourteen months, making a 
gain of 800 pounds, and can certainly be 
made more profitable than two-year-old 
steers costing twice the money. 


A man can make the same profit from 


$20 invested in a calf that can be made 
from $40 invested in a three-year-old 
steer, and can do it in nearly tlie same 
time.— Chatauqiia Farmer.

That women as a class control the 


moral forces of a community ia admit- 
ted by many philosophers. TJiey do so 
directly and indirectly-directly by their 
lives and example they set; indirectly 
by their influence over men, and more 
especially their influence over children. 
Nearly every good man has been in- 
fluenced in his youth by a good mother 
or by one who stood to him in the rela- 
tion of a mother. It is true that some 
women exert an evil influence over men, 
but they are relatively few in number. 
The great majority, as sweethearts, sis- 
ters, wives or mothers, or in all their re- 
lations, influence men to live true and 
honorable lives, inspire them with am- 
bition and make them in their turn, but 
as secondary agento, moral forces in the 
community. Men seldom exhibit a sim- 
ilar influence over women. They some- 
times degrade, but do seldom uplift. 
Assuming that woman represents the 
moral force of society, some pessimists 
have become alarmed lest the develop- 
ment of her intellect and independence 
should lessen her wholesome influence. 
In individual cases this unfortunate re- 
sult may follow, but there is nothing in 
the nature of Intellectual culture to 
make it a necessary sequence. Our 
sweethearts, wives and mothers, if they 
remain womanly, will be all the more 
agreeable companions, guidesand friends 
if they are cultivated in mind, refined in 
taste and freed from traditions of de- 
pendence. The unit of civilized society 
is not the man or the woman, but the 
family, of which, in spite of law or fic- 
tion, the mother is the true head. As 
long as she retains that proud position 
and cultivates home ties, while discharg- 
ing home duties, intellectual culture 
will promote rather than lesson her 
moral influence. Humorous writers pic- 
ture "the coming woman" as deserting 
her home for the activities of business 
life, for the club and for the diversions 
which the present man too often seeks, 
and it is a matter of course that if the 
coming should commit such folly her 
moral influence would disappear or be 
perverted. But there is no just reason 
for apprehending that any such result 
would follow what is now an accom- 
plished fact in American communities, 
"the emancipation of women." Some 
of. the most active women in affairs for 
the promotion of the public welfare are 
also among the best of housewives, giv- 
ing full attention to their family duties 
and using only their leisure hours for 
the moral, charitable or reform work 
that attracts the notice of the commun- 
ity. Xo doubt there are some women 
(as there are many men) who, being car- 
ried away by the fascinations of a public 
career, may be led to neglect home tor 
public duties, but they will not neces- 
sarily be a controlling number. The 
motherly instincts of womankind may 
be expected to keep the coming woman 
true to her home duties, and culture 
training-even hard business experience 
-will give her a clearer sense of her 
moral duties and better fit her to dis- 
charge them for the benefit of that de- 
pendent creature, the growing or com- 
ing man. The outlook is not alarming 
but hopeful. It is a well-known fact 
that some of the most noted and best of 
mothers have been intellectually great 
and correspondingly forceful as moral 
teachers and guides, and also that it is 
not necessary to imitate man in dress or 
manners to establish equality with him. 
The mannish woman is indeed but a 
poor imitation of what the coming 
woman is to be, for if she is to be edu- 
cated, intellectually strong and socially 
independent, she will alao be original 
enough to avoid imitating man in the 
non-essentials of costumes. Those of 
us who remember with gratitude the 
gentle, helpful influence of our mothers 
over our morals, the inspiring influence 
of sweetheart and wife, will certainly 
hope that the coining woman will only 
add to her home virtues and attractive- 
ness by the opportunities now offered to 
her of an education and active training 
equal to that extended to the coming 
man.—Hallo. San.

Useful Housekeeping Hints. 


Wash an oilcloth with a flannel and 


warm water, wiping dry, and rubbing a 
little skim milk over. 


Purify jars from grease by soaking in 


strong soda water. 


Lime water ought to be kept in the 


house regularly as soon as hot weather 
comes. Used in the milk o£ little chil- 
dren it furnishes a necessary element to 
the growth of the bones and teeth. It 
prevents the milk curdling, and, if used 
in the proportion of a teaspoonful of 
lime water to a tumblerful of milk it 
adds a sweeter ilavor.

In the 
course of lialf an hour remove to a place 
to cool more rapidly, and just before it 
gets beyond the pouring stage strain 
through a cloth into a clean jar. Yon 
will find that the lard is nearly as sweet 
as ever, being only a little darker, which 
does not hurt it for trying cakes in 
again. 
A SURE CURE FOR THE CARPET BUG. 


The following recipe is invaluable, ac- 


cording to the Woman'a World, for a 
sure death to the carpet bug or buffals 
moth: One ounce of alum, one ounce of 
chloride of zinc, three ounces of salt. 
Mix with two quai ts of water and let it 
stand overnight in a covered vessel. In 
the morning pour it carefully into anoth- 
er vessel so that all sediments may be 
left behind. Dilute this with two quarts 
of water and apply by sprinkling the 
edges of the carpet for the distance of a 
foot from the wall. This is all that is 
necessary. They will leave boxes, beds 
and any other resort which has been 
sprinkled with the solution on tbe short- 
est possible notice, and nothing will be 
injured in texture or color.
